The Weaving Departments of Fifty Mills 
Shut Down. 

Fart River, Mass., March 11.—The weav- 
ers strike for advance wages, which occurred 
this morning, is one of the most general in 
labor troubles here. The weaving departments 
of fifty mils are practically shut down and 
6,000 weavers idle. Those who refused to 
strike do not number more than half enough 
to keep one mill going. The extent of the 
strike is quite a surprise to the managers who 
expected that only a few mills wouid be in- 
volved, They thought help would be so much 
divided as to the wisdom of the strike at 
present circimstances would disorganize the 
movement in afewdays. The operatives are 
very much pleased at the unanimous senti- 
mentof resistance displayed and~predict am 
early victory. They claim that they can 
afford to maintain the st-ike for several weeks. 
It is the impression that manufacturers can 
give an advance at present prices for cluth and 
can ill afford to curtail prodaction for even a 
short period. The board of trade says, how- 
ever, that no advance will be given, and a 
bitter struggle is anticipated. 

Three thousand weavers assembled in mass 
meeting in the park this morning. Reports to 
the executive commajtee of the union showed 
that the weavers in &very print cloth mill in 
the city had quit work, and the strike was 
general. The weavers ata few mills on wide 
goods had gone to work today, but were ex- 
pected to come out. Addresses were made by 
nem bers of the executive committee congrat-

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IS NOT A TRADE MARK. 


The Cigarmakers’ Stamp Not Protecied by 
Law. 

Sr. PaAut; Minn., March 11.—An important 
decision was announced by the supreme court 
today in the case of the Cigarmakers’ Protect- 
ive union No. 98, respondent, vs. Daniel E. 
Conhaim, et al, appellants. In this case, it is 
eld that the device used by members of the 
cigarmakers’ union and placed on boxes of 
cigars made ve them, indicates only that the 
cigars are made by some member of one of the 
unions, and isnot alegaltrade mark. The 
order of the lower court is reserved. There is 
no exclusiveness in the use of a mark which is 
held not a legal trade mark. 

Justice Mitchell differs in his opinion from 
the chief justice. In his opinion he states 
that members of the union should have the 
benefit of the reputation of its products in the 
market, resulting, and the application of a 
symbol by members to articles made by them, 
indicates the origin of the article. In conclu- 
sion he says: ; 

The adoption of this label by the union may be 
aimere device for boycotting those who employ 
non-union labor, but we cannot assume this as 
against the allegations of complaint, which must be 
here taken as troe. 

Juslice Vanderburgh concurs in the opinion.

The Indiana Legislature Adjourns With 
Matters ina Bad Fix. 
‘ INDIANAPOLIS, March 11.—Both houses of 
the legislature adjourned sine die to-day.

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MOBBING THE CHINESE 


EXCITEMENT IN MILWAUKEE YES- 
TERDAY AFTERNOON. 


SOME CHINESE LAUNDRIES SACKED 


The People Unable to Restrain Themselves 
on Acccunt of the Horrible Crimes 
Done by the Heathens 


MILWAUKEK, March 11.—A mobof about 
2,000 people gathered in front of the city hall 
this morning to await the arrival of Sam Yip 
Jaand Hah Ding, two Chinamen, charged 
with enveigling little girls into their laundries 
forimmoral purposes. They were disappointed, 
however, as the officers took the prisoners to 
the court room at a very early hour. The 
crowd was very noisy but not violent, about 
fifty officers keeping if in check, and endeav- 
oring to disperse it. The crowd hung around 
until about 3 o’clock, when it suddenly left 
anf proceeded in a body to the west side, 
where they went to smashing in windows and 
gutting Chinese laundries. The police hur- 
ried to the scene. 

SACKING THE LAUNDRIES. 

MILWAUKEE, March 11.—The examination 
of the Chinamen had not been concluded when 
the court adjourned this evening, but the 
testimony against them is very strong. After 
smashing in the doors and windows of a num- 
ber of Chinese laundries this afternoon the 
crowd dispersed, and no furthur distu bance 
has been reported. The feeling against the 
Chinese is growing in bitterness as the enor- 
mity of their crimes is being revealed by the 
testimony in court. 

ALL QUIET ONCE MORE. 

The streets in the vicinity of the Chinese 
laundries have been thronged with crowds of 
men and boys tonight. The doors and windows 
of half a dozen laundries had been smashed in 
with rocks before the police could arrive and 
disperse the crowds. At one point an unlucky 
celestial fell into the hands of the mob, who 
began yelling for rope to string him up, and he 
would have fared badly but for the courage of 
one policeman, who protected him until assist- 
ance arrived. Late tonight the crowds are dis- 
persing and no more trouble tonight is proba- 
bie. 
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THE COPPER M 


The Syndicate Said to Have Received Addi- 
tional Aid. 

New Yor«, March 11—The possible fate of 
the French syndicate is the all absorbing topic 
of conversa#ion in metal circles here. Early 
today it was currently reported down town 
that the copper octopus had received additional 
financial aid to that reported Saturday and 
the name of one of the most prominent bank- 
ing firins in London was mentioned in this 
connection. The report was substantiated 
about noon by the following London cable to 
the secretary of exchange: 

Matthiasons are reported to haye taken control of 
the syndicate’s business. 

OPERATORS VERY SHY. 

On the floor of the exchange copper oper- 
ators were notably shy of the market. Lon- 
don cables come in &t a decline of £4 on both 
spot and futures, and speculation here was at 
a standstill. There was scarcely a bid for lake 
copper and only two lots of good ‘“‘inerchant- 
able’’ were sold. These quantities were bid 
in by Pope, a bear operator, to cover short 
sales. 

Representatives of American mine owners 
in this city are still-confident of the ability of 
the Frenchmen to tide over their difticulties. 
During the present week vast quantities of 
copper will have been accumulated under con- 
tract with the syndicate, ready for delivery, 
and no hesitancy, it is stated, be shown in 
turning the metal over to the French corpora- 
tion. 

EXTENSIVE PURCHASES IN FRANCE. 

Paris, March 11.-—Bourse closed firmer on 
extensive purchases “reported to have been 
made by leading banks. At 5 jo’clock Comp- 
toir D’Escompte shares were quoted at 400 
francs. The bears were buying. fearing a 
heavy reaction. It is persistently reported 
that the Compt6ir D’'Escompt will be recon- 
structed with Hollender as managing director. 
Comptoir D’Escompte sares sold at 305 franes 
at1:30 p.m.and at 315 francs at 2:50 p. m. 
Rio Tinto ranged 315 to 328 and Societie des 
Metaux 80 to 110 frances and closed at the high- 
est prices named. 

LONDON, March 11.—A large business was 
done in copper today. G. M. b.’s ranged from 
£50 to £52, 15s cash, closing at highest figure. 

The Times, in its financial article, says: All 
miners, without exception, have agreed to 
modify their contracts and restrict production. 
The Mathesons, of London, have undertaken 
to act for the syndicate. As far as sales of 
copper under its control are concerned, sales 
will not be made below certain price. This, it 
is believed, will be near the average price at 
which the syndicate bought copper. Con- 
sumers who have seen the Mathesons appear 
ts be satisfied with the arrangements already 
made. 

The Daily News’ financial article says all 
mines have practically agreed to suspend ac- 
tion for the two months and that none of those 
holding copper will press to sell it below con- 
ventional price, regarding which negotiations 
are still in progress. 

The Daily News confirms the statement that 
the Mathesons will contro! sales from Paris. 
There isan extraordinary revival of Indian 
demand for copper. Negotiations to prolong 
the contract between the mines and syndicate 
period twelve years are without result.

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OUR NEW VESSELS. 


Several Fleet Cruisers to Be Built After the 
Present Fiscal Year. . 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—Unless unforseen 
obstacles are encountered within a few 
months, after the beginning of the next fiscal 
year, July Ist, contracts -will have been let for 
the construction of new war vessels which will 
in the aggregate increase the tonnage of*the 
navy by nearly 15,000 tons, although the ma- 
jority of the new vessels will be small craf$ 
compared with the monster iron-clads of 
Eu - They will embody in their construc. 
tiowthe latest approved ideas, and from their 
high speed and heavy armament will be very 
formidable craft. 

When Secretary Whitney relinquished his 
office, he left as a legacy to his successor the 
responsibility for the buiiding of eight new 
vessels authorized to be constructed by the 
fiftieth congress during its first session. Tho 
list includes three 2,000 ton cruisers or gum 
boats, vessels somewhat larger than the Yorke 
town just finished, and similar to that vessel 
in many respects, although 

EMBODYING MANY NEW FEATURES. 

There will be two 3,000 ton cruisers. These 
craft will be smaller by 1,000 tons than the new 
cruiser Newark, but by law they are requiret 
toattain the extraordinary speed of twenty? 
knots an hour. If this requirement is met and 
heavy ordinance now in contemplation sup- 
plied, these fleet boats will be terrors of tRe 
seas-to foreign foes. A great iron clad of 7,509 ° 
tons, & proteeted erniser of 5,500 tons and @ 
sinall gunboat of 800 tons burden now com- 
plete the list. Designs for these vessels have 
already been proposed by the naval board ané 
awalt approval by the secretary. Meanwhile, 
in anticipation of that approval, Commodore 
Wilson, of the construction bureau, has added 
to the f6rce of draughtsmen einployed in pre 
paring the details of designs and it is believed 
that advertisements for proposals for building 
some of the vessels could be issued within two 
months. In addition to the vesgels above de- 
scribed congress at its last session provided for 
the construction of four more cruisers, includ. 
ing the Thomas cruising monitor, and in an 
emergency their construction could be com- 
menced within the present year.

It this was 
ever true of any one man, thatman was John Ers- 
kine. Who does not remember how, when he took 
his seat on the federal bench, the waves ofjsectional 
passion and hate running high threatened to sub- 
merge aud destroy many of the sacred personal and 
property rights of our people. He wielding the mace 
of judicial authority stood in the breech. Great 
principlesof right were lifted by him from the 
atorm of revolution and set before the peonle, and 
with unfaitering hand he pointed to them, as the 
sole beacons that should guide him. So hesatupon 
the bench calm,unmoved and serene, clothe 1 in/the 
ermine consecrated to justice and liberty unswayed 
by passion, unawed by partizan.§ clamor, 
unmoved by revolutionary throes, and soon won 
the confidence, respect and love of all the true and 
noble of all partiesand of all shades of opinion, as 
it Was apparent from the day he assumed jis -oftice 
that however high the billowsof sectional and pars 
tizan strife, or personal rancor might roll outside of 
the courtroom, yet when they should reach and 
surge against the bench where he sat they would 
eddy back into quiet repose as in response to the 
voice that is sued thence, saying in etiect, ‘Peace 
be s$ili,”’

The Making Public of Tariff Rates Ordered 
by the Commission.

Whereas, section 6 of the act to regulaie commerce, 
aS ane ided March 2d, 1°89, authorizes the commis~ 
sion to direct when joint tariff shall be made public 
and to prescribe the measure of publicity to be 
given to the same, and further ra, izes the com- 


mission to meke public proposed advances and 


reductions in joint tariffs in such a manner as may 


| be deemed practicable, and to prescribe the meas- 


ure.of publicity to be given to. advances or to re- 
ductions in the joint tariffs, 
itis ordered as follows: All advances and reduc- 
tions in joint rates, fares and cherges shown upon 
joint tariffs established by common carriers subject 
to provisions of the act to regulate commerce 
SHALL BE MADE PUBLIC. 

Every such advance or reduction shall be so pub- 
lished by plainly printing the same in large type. 
two copies of which shall be posted tor the use of 
the public in two public and conspicuous places in 
every depot, station, office, or where passengers or 
freight respectively are received tor transportation 
under such schedules, andin such form that they 
shall be accessible to the public and can be con- 
Venientjy inspected. Such schedules shall be so 
posted ten days prior to the taking offect of any 
such reduction in joint rates, fares and charges.

Notification has been sent to each of the 
railway carriers comprising what is known as 
the trunk line association to appear before the 
interstate commerce commission in the city of 
Washington on Saturday, March ‘16th, at 10 
o’clock a.m., for the purpose of fully and 
particularly setting forth and showing what 
their export rates are and how the export 
rates are made by each of. them, and also for 
the purpose of giving each of said carriers an 
opportunity to be heard concerning the man- 
ner of making and publishing the said rates in 
order to comply with the provisions of the 
interstate commerce act of 1887, as amended 
by the act approved on the 2d inst.

THE DETERMINED FIGHT MADE ON 
~~ THE SCALPERS. 


A Ruling of the Inter-State Commission— 
News and Gossip of the Kails—Daily Ree- 
ord of Delayed Trains.

The Scalper Must Go. 
Under the above head the Chicago Inter 


Ocean says: 

A popuiar impression prevails that the scalper 
must f° in facthe is rapidly going. The public 
will then lose sight of a very numerous and previ- 
ous individual whose coatof arms is a unicorn 
standing on a hatchet, witha railway ticket for a 
shield and two saws crossing each other for weapons. 
The public will then learn that it is profitable to 
buy a ticket direct from a railway company at low 
rates aud take no chances, rather than purchase 
the same froma neeapen who puts §2 in his pocket 
that ought to have belongea to the passenger and 
by the laws of competition destroys the legitimate 
revenue of the railway company. 

The unqualified condemnation of the scalping 
business by the interstate commerce commission, 
their recommendation to congress that an amend- 
meut be made to the act to regulate commerce pre- 
venting the sale of railway tickets by scalpers, the 
action of the eastern lines in declining to place in 
their handsany tickets of their issue, the action of 
the western linesin withdraw ng from the scalping 
offices all tickets of theirissue, the concerted action 
of the railways of the country generally in placing 
such restrictions around the saie and use of their 
mileage tickets, as to prevent their being handled 
by scalpers, the adcption by the Central 
Traffic association lines of the punch  de- 
scription form of coniract for mileage tickets 
the adoption by the -ame lines of a punch descrip- 
tion form of tourist tickets, by which only the orig- 
inal purchaser can use the ticket, the ab: olute good 
faith in which railway agreements throughout the 
country are now being lived upto, so far as passen-~ 
ger traitic is concerned; the stand against the scalp- 
ers which the press of the country generelly has 
taken since the decision of the interstate commerce 
commission, and the fact thatin three of the great 
sintes—Penunsylvania, Indiana and  Illinois—the 
busineas of ticket scaiping is made illegal by con- 
stitutional enactment, all indicate in the plainest 
possible manner that the days of the railway ticket 
scalpers are numbered. ; 

That portion of the public which has provided the 
‘ors patrons of and which now finds that the 

usiness is illegitimate and condemned by the 
highest government railway authority in the coun- 
try, is rapidly withdrawing its patronage, asit can 
not consistently become a party tothe violation of 
a law, the passage of which it worked for so long 
and earnestiy. The facts are thatthe public dex 
mands and should receive just and equal facilities 
and raves from the transportation companies with- 
out discrimination or preferenc8, and the evident 
intention of the railroads acting under the interstate 
commerce law, isto make their rates reasonablo 
and public. The further fact that the 
railroad companies are ready and willing to redcem 
the unused portions of all tickets which purchasers 
may have for ony reason failed to use, has changed 
the sentiment of the people generally in regard to 
the business of ticket scalping, andan amendment 
tothe act to reguiate commerce prohibiting this 
praciice by a national law would undoubtedly re- 
ceive the support of the better class of business men 
throughout the country, as the public can plainly 
gee that whatever reductioas were then made by the 
railway companies would go directly to the people 
and not belargely absorbed by a middle class, which 
has built itself up without benefiting either the 
public or the railways.

THE BAD ACCIDENT IN AUGUSTA ON 
SUNDAY, 

By Which One Little Boy Kills Another— 
Judge Snead Testifies That He Put a 
Cartridge in the Gun. 

AvuGustTA, Ga., March 11.—{Special.]—The 
coroner’s inquest upon the body of Green Wil- 
liams, the boy killed yesterday by Judge 
Snead’s littie son, was held today. There 
having been a good deal of excitement among 
the negroes after the accident, and some hav- 
ing claimed: that the killing was not acci- 
dental, Coroner Piquet put six negroes and 
six white men on the jury. Jacob-Batey, col- 
ored, was foreman. The evidence given be- 
fore the jury was that of Dr. Sally, who was 
called to see the dying boy, of Judge Clai- 
borne Snead, and of two children who were 
playing inthe game when the fatal shot was 
fired. Thechildren testified that they, were 
playing ‘‘policeman,’”’ and that Green Wil- 
liaims was under arrest. 

Marion Snead was standing guard over the 
prisoner with his father’s shotgun. Green 
made a break for liberty, and as he ran youvg 
Snead snapped at him with the gun. Greatly 
to the terror and amazement of all, a terrible 
explosion followed and the negro boy fell to 
the ground with all the

Judge Snead testified that he and his little 
son, Who is ten years old, had gone cut shoot- 
ing last week, and that when they returned 
home, at his son’s request, he had removed 
the cartridges from the gun. Before going to 
bed on Saturday night, however, he had puta 
‘cartridge in the gun again. His son didn’t 
know of this. Judge Snead was reading in 
his house when he heard the explosion. As 
he ran to the door to see what it was, he met 
his littie son, who was crying and declared he 

‘had killed a little boy and 
ASKED HIS FATHER TO KILL HIM. 

He said he didn’t know the gun was loaded. 

The jury returned a verdict of accidental 
killing. Green Williams, the little negro who 
was killed, was about fourteen years old, and 
Marion Snead wasten.

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Deportation as a Remedy. 

A thoughtful Virginian advocates, in an 
article published in the Richmond Dispatch, 
the deportation of the negroes to Africa. 

The scheme is not new. It has been sug- 
gested time and again; but the obstacles in 
she way have appeared to be insuperable. 
Our Virginian, however, is confident that 
his plan is feasible, as well as just. He 
says that it is our plain duty as a Christian 
people to restore the negroes to the land 
from which their ancestors were forcibly 
taken and plunged into slavery. He says 
that the removal of a little more than the 
annual increase of the negroes every year 
would accomplish the transportation of the 
whele body in a. generation. The negro 
colonists would take possession in Africa of 
anextensive and fertile territory and enter 
upon a prosperous existence. The removal 
of so many people would also be equivalent 
to the acquisition of new territory by the 
whites of the United States, and land in the 
states vacated by the negroes would at once 
rise in value. Deportation was oe 
favored by Abraham Lincoln, and in his 
judgment it was the best that could be done 
for the negroes. 

So much for one side of the question. 
Now, for the other. The negroes living 
here are in some sense Americans; they 
know nothing abont Africa, and feel no 
ties binding them to that country. In a 
word, they haye no desire to go there. 
liow, then, are they to be deported? There 
is another point to be considered. The 
southern white neighbors of the negroes, so 
far from desiring to get rid of them, have 
passed laws in several states making it a 
difficult matter for emigration agents to se- 
cue and carry off with them black laborers, 
and it was only recently that the people of 
the Carolinas made such a show of forcible 
opposition that the agents had to leave and 
abandon their mission. 

itseems to be useless to discuss the de- 
portation of millions of free citizens who 
wish to remain here, and whose presence 
among us is desired by the whites who are 
most interested in the matter. As the situ- 
ation stands, it is safe to say that the 
brother in black is here to stay for a long 
time to come,

The Rural Question. 

The suburban places around Atlanta are 
growing and building up at avery rapid 
rate. ‘They grow. with the growth of the 
city, and some of them are undoubtedly 
growing with a rapidity that seems to bear 
no reasonable relation to the growth of the 
city. 

There must be some reason for this that 
has not yet been set forth in the books; and 
itis this reason that ought to warn our 
suburban friends not to carry their munici- 
pal ambition too far. The person who 
buys property ina suburb for speculative 
purposes, or who holds property for sale, is 
not by any meanson a footing with those 
who have built homes for the purpose of 
enjoying the conveniences of the country. 
High assessments, increased taxation, and 
city‘‘improvements,’’ so-called,may enhance 
the value of property held for speculation, 
or for sale, but they by no means increase 
the attractiveness of the suburb. 

We hear a good deal about the conveni- 
ences of acity, but it is certain that the 
person who buys a home place in one of the 
suburbs around Atlanta is willing to swap 
the conveniences of a city for the larger and 
more endearing conveniences of a rural sit; 
uation. Whenasuburb ceases to become 
rural and proposes to deal out city conven- 
fences its attractions are at once dissipated, 
even though they may be cheaper. 

There is this fact that ought to be taken 
to heart by those who are interested in the 
growth of Atlanta’s suburbs, namely: that 
they have run away from city ‘‘conven- 
iences’’ in order to get the benefit of rural 
conveniences. When a suburban munici- 
palitybegins to put on city airs and reach 
out for city conveniences, its individuality is 
lost. It ceases to be rural and attractive, 
and it loses the flavor that commends it @o 
those who desire to have their homes in the 
country.

THE UNITED STATES COURT. 
A Committee to Prepare Resolutions on the 
Death of Colonel A. B. Culberson. 

The United States court met yesterday 
morning. 

The grand jury was organized as follows: 
Adam S. Pool,  B. Chapman, Thomas 
Brown, James Hunter, Joseph A. Harper, F. 
M. Coker, Sr.. W. P. Harper, William Davis, 
John W. Baker, Berry Austin, M. P. Camp, 
W.R. Hindsman, D. Kaufman, J. A. Bowie, 
James E. Harding, W. T. Ashford, Green 
Holmes, J. A. Defoor, R. H. Carter, and R. 
C,. Mitchell, foreman. 

More than one hundred cases for distilling 
and retailing were submitted to the grand 
jury. Heretofore such cases have been prose- 
cuted on criminal information. They are fel- 
onies by statute, and Judge Newman directed 
that they be investigated by the grand jury. 

Several cases for violation of the postal laws 
and for other offenses, were also turned over 
to the grand jury.

For the first meeting in quite a while there 
was no trial of a member of the force, and 
there are no charges now pending against any 
policeman, eS 

A petition from the park commission was 
then read, requesting the board to appoint 
two policemen to keep order at Grant park. 

Upon motion of Mr. Brown a communica- 
tion was ordered sent to the park commission 
expressing the willingness of the board to elect 
two policemen for that purpose only upon con- 
dition that these oflicers were to be paid from 
the park appropriation, or some appropriation 
other than that for the police department. An 
answer from the park commission is expected 
before the board of police commissioners will 
take any further steps. 

The reports of the various officers were read, 
and in that of Captain Mercer special mention 
is made of four deserving ofticers. 

These are Patrolmen John Abbott, Lan- 
ford, Norman, and Moncrief—the first two for 
special vigilance and the capture of a danger- 
ous burglar and other thieves, and the other 
two for the capture of a burglar and the re- 
covery of a quantity of stolen goods. 

Patrolman J. W. Veal, the policeman that 
was shot, while in the discharge of his duty, 
by a burglar about five months ago, presented 
a bill for $50 for physician’s services. The 
board referred the matter to general council 
with the recommendation that the bill be paid. 

A resolution was introduced by Commis- 
sioner Brotherton that the police commission- 
ers request, the genervl council to look to the 
passage of anact in the next legislature to 
extend the corporate limits for police purposes 
for one mile in every direction around Grant 
park 

Mr. Brotherton explained that it was cur- 
renily reported that there was gambling at 
Little Switzerland and other boisterous con- 
duct just outside the park limiis where of- 
tenders were safe from arrest by the police. 

If this was forbidden for the distance of a 
mile around the pack it would rid the park of 
an objectionable class of visitors. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 

‘Now,’ said the chairman, ‘‘there is another 
matter that needs looking into. We need a 
new rule book forthe policemen. The one we 
have now isanold one and not up to the re- 
quirements of the time.’ 

There was a general concurrence in this 
view, but quite as decided and general an 
aversion to serving onthe committee. 

The chairman finally agreed to serve on the 
committee himself, and associated with him 
Commissioner Lester and the chief of police. 

The matter of uniforms was then considered 
and Commissioners Brotherton and Lester 
appointed a committee with power to act. 

‘he board then adjourned. 

Police Points. na 

The new commissioner, Mr. Frank Lester, 
was deservedly complimented last night by his 
election as chairman pro. tem. to succeed 
Commissioner Brown. He has entered upon 
the discharge of his new duties under the most 
fayorable conditions and promises to bo a use- 
ful and popular commissioner. 

Between now and the 3ist otf March the 
board of commissioners will perfect and pre- 
sent to the council a plan for the organization 
of the force for next year, and also fix the 
salaries of the ofilcers and men. The recom- 
mendations of the board have been invariably 
adopted by the council, and the commissioners’ 
meeting isa highly important one. There is 
the mounted force to be considered, the detec- 
tive force, the eight hour system, the salaries 
and the organization of the force, Will there 
be four captains, or only three captains and 
six scrgeants? It will all be settled at 
a special meeting to be beld Monday morning 
next at 9 o’clock. 

The e'ection of the force occurs on Saturday, 
March s0th. 

It seems to be generally understood that the 
present force will be voted on, one at a time, 
before any new applications are considered, 
and that few charges will be made. 

The election for chief will be an interesting 
one, and the race willin all probability bea 
three-cornered one, and each candidate will 
start out with two vote. Nothing is certain 
beyond that. 

if the detective force is organized separately, 
it is thought that Bedford will probably be 
chief, and would make a rood one, Joe (zreen 
and Ed Cason have done some tine detective 
work, but both want Bedford to be chief de- 
tective.

Theeguutry people are still unsatisfied. 

They say thas out of 10,000 voters they are 
not willing that the 167 men whose names are 
in the grand jury box shall rule them. 

Half a dozen delegations have waited on 
Mr. J. D. Collins, proposing to have the act- 
ion of the grand jury reconsidered. 

To all these committees Mr. Collins has had 
one uniform answer. It is this: 

“I would not aceept the place if all the 
members of the jury were to vote for me 
solidly.’’ 

MR. COLLINS TALKS. 

Yesterday Mr. Collins was seen and said: 

“fT could not be induced to accept the place 
under consideration now. The jury has de- 
cided the question, and I have told all who 
approached me that I would not now accept 
the place under any circumstances. I had 
only a few jobs that I wanted tocomplete; and 
these require a good deal of attention. I in- 
tended to have resigned at the endof six 
months. 

‘On the Howell’s mill road I intended to do 
a great deal of Macadamiziny,"and was only 
waiting for the railroad to build a bridge. 1 
had that task very near my heart. You seeif 
a tariner owned a parcel of land out there, and 
there was a steep hill between his starting 
pointand the Macadamized road I had the 
ill cut down for him. I gave them the benefit’ 
of ail the improvements in my power.”’ 

HIS GOOD WORK. 

There is no question but ‘that Mr. Collins 
was more than instrumental in securing the 
present magnificent system of public roads and 
bridges, and, besides utiJizing the convicts 
from our courts, hired a large number of con- 
victs from other counties to make our roads 
good, 

Fulton county tax payers are after having 
the law changed in regard to the election of 
these men,
